On the Body of the Car, fix’d with Iron 
Screws, are erecled Benches, which are placed 
on the Sides and Pack, for the Boys to ft on, 
with a wooden Rail above to fupport them; in the 
Middle of the Bottom of the Car, is fix’d a Box, in 
which they may put Provefions, or any other Necefia- 
ries, and at the lame time ferves for a Table. There 
is alfo erected, in the Middle of the Car, a long Pole, 
on the Top whereof is fix'd a Vane, on which is de- 
fcrib'd a {pinning Wheel and Weaver's Shuttle, under 
which is contriv'd a Ticken Covering for the whole, to 
defend them from the Weather, which by the Help of 
two Pullics, iseafily let up and down; the whole, when 
fix'd, refembles a Camp ‘Tent, and will with much eafe 
contain twelve or foufteen People, all which can be taken 
off in Jets than Half an Hour, andthe Car will ferve for 
common Ufe, one Horfe drawing three Times asmuch as 
he could in a common Car: And to raife a generous 
Emulation among the Boys, he has eftablifhed three 
Degrees of Preferment, to each of which they are to 
be admitred, according co the Improvements they make 
in their Bufinels. ‘he firlt Degree is that of Batchelor 
of the lanl College, which Order is diftinguifhed. by a 
Pair of blue and white Pluth Breeches and white Thread
